So as the days and weeks roll on, the senators will con­ 
tinue* droning their interminable oratory to an empty chamber. 
They do not listen to each other’s speeches. 
They can’t 
gland it hemselves, any bette r than the public can. The only con­ 
tinuous audience is the presiding officer, and he calls a substitute 
to the chair as often as he dares. 
There will be some high spots in the debate, when particu­ 
larly able or influential senators are speaking. 
But most of the 
discussion will be a dreary dead-level of uninspired and useless 
aratory, serving no purpose more important than cluttering up 
the Congressional Record. 
W hat impels the senators to such an absurd and aimless re­ 
lay race? 
To an outsider it looks like a combination of personal 
vanity and oratorical inefficiency. 
Surely any intelligent man, 
with a fair command of the English language, could present his 
views more effectively in 30 minutes than in three days, 
the directors of a big corporation handling an important question 
like that, while other business waited!

Mai d Coal Losses 


Sui btitutes for hard coal multiply as tho strike froes on. The 
anthracite industry is losing its market. 
New England, which formerly used hardly any soft coal, is 
now using more soft than hard. 
Foreign fuels are coming in 
large quantities. Bituminous coal, fuel oil, gas and briquettes ale 
displacing hard coal over a l a r g e -area, from the Atlantic to tilt 
Mississippi. 
Much of that market will he regained, but by no 
means all of it. 
One of the notable results is the impetus given to the lignite 
coal industry. North Dakota, which has the chief deposits of that 
fuel, is turning out record quantities of it for use in its natural 
form and in briquettes. 
This is a highly important development, 
because of the vast quantities of lignite available at low cost. 
There is said to be enough in North Dakota to supply the whole 
country for many decades, it the transportation problem were 
solved. Pressed in briquettes, it is rated as superior to anthracite. 
So Hie country has profited, perhaps, more than it suffered, 
from the anthracite strike.

Those plants art now tieing rapidly expanded and 
it is expected that they will turn out approximately 400,000,000 
pounds of reclaimed rubber in 1926. 
The estimated lubber re­ 
quirement for the United States next year will be 900,000,000 
pounds, but only a little more than half of it will have to be new 
plantation rubber. 
Furthermore the department of agriculture is actively ex­ 
perimenting in the production of raw rubber. 
A department ex­ 
pert is devoting his entire time to the examination of government 
plantations in the Canal zone and Haiti, where thousands of rubber 
trees have been set out on government experiment farms. 
If these experiments turn out well it will mean a great new 
source of raw rubber for the United States and it may .also mean, 
incidentally, an era of prosperity for the sections involved-* Haiti 
may even become as va althv a s Cuba.

Substituter for hard coal multiply as the strike Foes on 
anthracite industry is losing its market. 
New England, which formerly used hardly any soft coal. is 
now using more soft than hard. 
Foreign fuels are coming in 
large quantities. 
Bituminous coal, fuel oil, gas and briquettes alc 
displacing hard coal over a largo area, from the Atlantic to the 
Mississippi. 
Much of that market will be regained, but by no 


means all of it. 
One of the notable results is the impetus given to the lignite 
coal industry. 
North Dakota, which has the chief deposits of that 
fuel, is turning out record quantities of it for use in its natural 
form and in briquettes. 
This is a highly important development, 
because of the vast quantities of lignite available at low cost. 
There is said to be enough in North Dakota to supply tilt. whole 
country for many decades, if the transportation problem were 
solved. 
Pressed in briquettes, it is rated as superior to anthracite. 
So the country has profited, perhaps, more than it suffered, 
from toe anthracite stiike.

Furthermore, the department cf agriculture is actively ex­ 
perimenting in the production of raw rubber.

pert is devoting his entire time to the examination of government 
plantations in the Canal zone and Haiti, where thousands of rubber 
trees have been set out on government experiment farms.
